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AN ISSUE OF VAST SCOPE 


Pennsylvania's Senator Edward Martin has done 
both the State and the Nation a service in clearly defining 
the issues raised by President Truman’s Executive Order 
of August IO, calling for the “dispersal" of American 
industries. 
This is an issue of unparalleled importance to Penn­ 
sylvania where the Commonwealth's industries, her 
"crown jewels," have been coveted by other areas of the 
country for generations. 
But it is an issue of almost equal impact throughout 
the nation, since it is one more clear example of President 
Truman seeking to seize, wilfully and defiantly, by force 
and under the pretext of public need, powers which Con­ 
gress, representing the will of the American people, has 
voted not to assign to him. 
The "dispersal" scheme is the same old socialistic 
and dictatorial "decentralization" plot cooked up by a 
radical element in Congress back in 1944, and since then 
repudiated over and again by both Congress and the 
American people. 
The essence of the scheme is the belief that the 
bureaucrats at Washington are wiser than the laws of 
economics and wiser than the evolution of commerce, and 
that they ought to be permitted to take command of all 
industry in this nation, and redistribute it through the 
country according to their own ideas of where it ought to 
be located. Unfailingly, politics rather than common sense 
would dictate their choice of sites, and unfailingly also p o 
nation which ever embarked upon such a totalitarian 
project could ever get back to liberty and free enterprise. 
The McCarran plan in 1944 was much franker than 
the plot which President Truman has been seeking to 
advance. Senator McCarran boldly urged that war pro­ 
duction in eleven highly industrialized states, of which 
Pennsylvania was one, be "temporarily frozen," and the 
cream of the industries be moved to the South and West, 
with the enforced migration of millions of workers to the 
new locations as an essential part of the scheme. 
War or no war, the country refused to go along with 
• that tear-it-down-and-built-it-up-again dream, and when 
peace returned, "decentralization" was laughed off the 
map—-until a new war emergency arose. 
But bureaucratic and socialistic scheming never 
really dies— it just bides its time. Some months ago a
